I is really surprising the number of 
drivers who allow the spark control 
lever to remain in the fully advanced 
position irrespective of the speed at which 
the cars are proceeding, the condition of 
the road over which they are travelling, or 
the grade of petrol which they áre using. 
Others, egually careless, leave the lever 
where it happens to be when they take the 
wheel, and only a very small minority use 
the lever intelligently, and thus get more 
eficient operation from the et ngine, 

In effect the spark lever enables the 
driver to adjust the spark to coincide with 
piston speed and the class of fuel used. 
There is no hard and fast rule regarding 
ignition timing owing to the fact that 
Ea speed and the degree of inílaimma- 

ility of the mixture of petrol and air are 
variable factors.. Economy of fuel and 
better delivery of power results if the 
engine is run with the greatest amount of 
spark ‘‘ advance’ that it will take with- 
out knocking. The spark is really the 
heart of the engine, and should not be 
passed over casually if the maximum 
power and economy are desired by the 
owner. 


USE OF SPARK CONTROL. 

Intelligent use of the spark control will 
permit the engine to operate with all 
the ignition conditions in its favour. 
Although the fact does not seem to be 
generally recognised by motorists, even 
by those of considerable experience, 
the explosive mixture—the petrol 
and the air—is comparatively slow 
burning. The mixture takes a definite 
period of time from the moment the spark 
occurs until it gives its full driving power. 
This period depends upon the strength, 
quantity and degree of compression of the 
mixture. It follows, then, that at any 
given piston speed—i.e., engine revolu- 
tions—there must be a definite point in 
the stroke which is the most favoured for 
the piston to take the full blast of power 
of the explosion. 


TIMING THE 

The timing lever, which 
simple piece of mechanism on the magneto, 
or, in the case of coil ignition, on the 
distributor, allows the man at the wheel 
to control the spark so that it will take 
place at the most favourable position of 
the stroke. When the piston is travelling 
at high speed the spark should be set on 
ahead, so that the full force of the explo- 
sion will be available precisely at thie 
right moment. The spark, of course, 
occurs at some point before top dead- 
centre, and it is only by experience that 
a driver learns just how. the spark should 
be timed for all running conditions. 

Because the spark control lever, which 
was originally incorporated in cars to get 
the best output.of power from the engine, 
is one of the least used fitments’on a motor 
vehicle to-day. Many ear manufacturers 
are now tgking the 
spark from the car driver and fitting auto- 
matic advance and retard mechanism. 

ENGINE-KNOCKING PETROL. 

Motor spirits vary considerably in their 
encine knocks, but a

The most modern of these 
are the H.U.C.R. (highest. useful com- 
pression ratio), the bouncing pin and the 
listening methods. 


MEASURING THE ‘* KNOCK.”’ 

It is, of course, logical to measure 
detonation by sound, as it is the first in- 
dication to a driver that an engine is 
knocking. The human’ ear not being 
capable of measuring sound accurately, 
some more reliable device was needed, and 
an audiometer, or, in other words, an 
electric ear, has been evolved. 

Its manner of operating is interesting. 
A broadcasting microphone is carefully 
suspended from the coil springs, about 
one foot from the engine. The sounds 
from the engine cause a diaphragm in the 
microphone to vibrate, which vibration 
affects the electric current flowing through 
the microphone, causing the current to 
increase or decrease. The amount of 
change in the current is extremely small, 
varying with the intensity of the sound, 
and it must be amplified before it can be 
measured. For this purpose radio vacuum 
tubes are employed, and the current 
charge is amplified several hundred times. 


SOUND ELIMINATION. 


In practice it was found necessary to 
eliminate all sound except the sound of 
detonation. The frequency or pitch of the 
knock sound is measured, and an electric 
filter circuit designed so that only sounds 


for measuring 


of the pitch of detonation are allowed to | 


pass through the instrument. . This ampli- 
fied and filtered sound in the form of an 
electric current is then measured on a 
sensitive milli-ammeter, an instrument 
which is so sensitive that it will detect 
the merest indication of a knock. 

In this and other ways petrol has been 


so much improved by the systematic in- | 


vestigation and tests that to-day reputable 
oil companies are able to place on thie 
market petrol from which -knocking 
properties have to a great extent been 
eliminated. 


GOODYEAR BUTTRESSED TYRE. 

A new tyre of revolutionary design was 
announced during the week by Mr. A. G. 
Partridge, managing director of the Good- 
vear Tyre and Rubber Company (Great 
Britain), Ltd., Wolverhampton. The new 
tyre has prism buttresses, which support 
a ten per cent. thicker centre tread and 
fifty per cent. thicker shoulder tread, 
which gave in actual tests twenty-four per 
cent. longer tread wear and greater pro- 
tection against skids on curves. 

Down the sides and at the shoulders of 
the tread are those triangular projections 
of rubber known as prism buttresses. 
These rubber blocks take the strain caused 
by: road’ formation and support the side 
walls, and the claim is made that the tyre, 
in consequence;* is enabled to stand up 
over several thousand more miles of use. 
As in architecture, the buttresses take the 
side thrust and the strain of the side walls 

of the tyre. 

The primary purpose of the pneumatic 
tyre is to give comfort, and the new tyre 
is designed not only to give longer wear, 
but, on account of the special 
material of which it is constructed, 
creased riding comfort. It can be run at 
several pounds lower pressure than would 
otherwise be necessary, and there is pro- 
portionately less jolting and jarring.

do not cover a long period of time. Roughly 
half of the book is Sidney Reilly’s own 
narrative, until the time when he made his 
last departure for Russia. The remainder 
is told by his wife. It tells of her agonised 
suspense in the face of conflicting rumours, 
her determined efforts to obtain the truth 
about his unknown fate, and the last sad 
realisation that he had fallen into the im- 
lacable hands of the Soviet officials. 
Vhether Sidney Reilly is alive or dead 
remains to be told; in all probability it 
never will be told by Soviet lips 

Reilly was an Irishman on the father’s 
side, and a Russian on the side of his 
mother. In spirit he was a Russian of the 
old régime, and it was a passionate devo- 
tion to that Russia which bred in him a 
fierce antipathy to Bolshevism and its 
multitudinous sins. It was the same de- 
votion, intensified by the strange 
magnetism which Russia seems to exert 
even over those of her children who have 
suffered at her hands, that. lured 
him upon his last plunge into 
the Soviet darkness. 

The trouble about the book is that it 
does not draw the picture of Reilly which 
it is intended to draw. One is left, indeed, 
with the conviction that he was a first- 
class spy,

If the plot which he organised for the 
overthrow of Bolshevism had been success- 
ful. or even had failed in some dramatic 
fashion, his name would have gone down 
to history; but it was nipped in the bud 
without apparent effort. The book is a 
record of failure. Reilly himself appears 
in a noble and striking light, but the 
Russian émigre and dispossessed, 
professed to carry on secret war against 
the Soviet régime, are grossly the inferior 
of their adversaries in all the 
qualities of secret war. In a sense, indeed, 
the book does a bad service to its purpose. 
It leaves no doubt about the moral and 
humane characteristics of the Bolshevists: 
but by comparison with the White 
Russians it reveals them as miracles of 
intelligence—in both meanings of the 
word. Still, it does civilisation a good 
turn by the awful subtlety of 
Soviet organisation.

In 1813 a Cork bookseller began the issue 
of a Douay Bible in weekly parts. He was 
unable to complete the work, which then 
was undertaken by a Dublin printer, 
issued the complete Bible in 1816. Discus- 
sing this book, Mr. Eason takes issue with 
the Reverend E. T. Quigley’s remarks in 
his articles on “ The Bible in Ireland.” 
The 1816 Bible was fiercely attacked by 
Protestant controversialists because of the 
violence of the notes incorporated in the 
volume, but these notes were condemned by 
the Roman Catholie Archbishop, Dr. Troy. 
The next landmark in the history of the 
Douay Bible was the publication of an 
edition without notes in 1820, to which 
a recommendation from Dr. Trov was 
added after publication. Father Quigley 
has sought to prove that the texts of the 
1816 and 1820 Bibles are the same: while 
Mr. Eason is concerned to show that they 
differ in numerous instances and that the 
condemnation of the 1816 Bible by Dr. 
Troy cannot be held to apply to the 
edition of 1820. The importance of the 
matter lies in the controversies relating 
to the issue of Catholic Emancipation.

SIX “YCON'GHS' 
ABSENCE 
FROM IRELAND. 


By Our THEATRE CORRESPONDENT, 


HE Abbey Theatre Company will leave 
T Dublin in October next for its third 
tour in the United States, and will be 
absent from Dublin until the following March. 
Over seventeen years, and revolutionary hap- 
penings in Ireland and the world, have passed 
since the company last played in the United 
States in 1914. so that virtually a new 
generation will have 
grown into maturity 
since American play- 
goers and critics were 
thrilled by the fresh- 
ness and spontaneity 
of the Irish players. 
Since that year also 
the Irish drama has 
undergone many 
changes, and a new 
generation of drama- 
tists has come into 
being. 

Since 1914 Mr. 
Lennox Robinson has 
staged the greater 
number of the plays 
by which his name is 
now so widely known, and the most popular 
playwrights of the theatre to-day have all 
appeared since that date. . The first play by 
Brinsley Macnamara was staged only in 1919; 
the first play by George Shiels in 1921; the 
first play by Sean O’Casey in 1923; and in 
these three are to be found the most popular 
playwrights of the Abbey Theatre at the 
moment. They are all writers who have pro- 
duced comedies which fill the Abbey Theatre 
at every revival, and can always be depended 
upon to attract a good audience. Yet none of 
these popular playwrights has had a play 
staged by the Abbey Company in America, 
although Sean O’Casey’s plays have been 
staged there by other bodies with compara- 
tively little success. 


MAINLY FOR COLLEGE 
TOWNS. 

This third tour, Mr. Robinson says, is in- 
tended mainly for the university and college 
towns of the United States, and for that 
reason Mr. Robinson himself will travel in 
advance of the company to deliver addresses 
on the plays, players and playwrights. The 
tour is under the auspices of the Alber 
Bureau, of Cleveland, Ohio, and it will 
embrace almost every important city atd 
town in the United States. The season will 
open in New York in October, and from New 
York the company will travel the 
Kastern States. Pittsburgh will be 
reached about the end of November, and 
and it is hoped that Christmas may be spent 
in Chicago. The Facific coast will be reached 
at Walla-Walla, in the State of Washington, 
and from there it is intended to travel to 
San Francisco. The company will then work 
south and east again until Boston is reached 
in March. The homeward journey will he 
started at Boston, and Dublin will be 
reached again about the end of March.

AN EXTENSIVE REPERTORY 


A very extensive and representative re- 
pertory has been selected, including some of 
the outstanding plays of the theatre. For 
the tour proper eight long plays and four 
one-act plays have been selected, but, in 
addition, fifteen other plays are being taken. 
Lhe twelve plays to constitute the regular 
repertory are: John Ferguson,” by St.

Only the one-act plays have been presented in 
the United States previovely by the Abbey 
Company, so that all the longer plays will be 
produced there by the company for the first 
time. Three of the longer plays—‘‘ The New 
Gossoon,”’ ‘‘ Professor Tim " and “ The Far- 
Oif Hills ’’—will be produced in the United 
States for the first time by any company. 

In addition to this definitely-contracted 
repertory, fifteen other plays of various kinds 
will be taken on the tour. including many of 
the best-known items in the repertory of the 
Abbey Theatre. It is not intended to produce 
these additional plays everywhere, but only 
in such towns as seem to demand revivals of 
older plays, and some specimens of the new 
playwrights of the theatre. The additional 
fifteen plays are, in fact, a kind of reserve 
pool from which items may be selected as 
occasion may demand.

Industry : Spanish Royal Family’s Visit : Demand 
for Abolition of Ministry of Agriculture. 


From Our Own CoRRESPONDENT. 
BELFAST, Thursday. 

HE return of Lord Craigavon to Stor- 
mont Castle this week has been 
welcomed with a sigh of relief, as it is felt 
that he will be able to put an end to the 
controversy which has been going on for 
some time relative to the management of 
Stranmillis Training College for Teachers. 

The clergy of the Protestant Churches 
demand a strong representation on the 
Committee, with a view to safeguarding 
the Protestant faith, but this has been 
refused by the Minister of Education, on 
the grounds that the college is a non- 
denominational institution, built and 
maintained out of the public rates and open 
to all creeds. 

Lord Charlemont has offered to set up an 
Advisory Committee, representative of the 
Protestant Churches, to deal with religious 
questions, but this has been rejected. They 
want representation on the Committee of 
Management. i 

The Prime Minister has promised to 
meet a deputation from the Joint Educa- 
tion Committee of the Protestant Churches 
to-morrow to consider the matter. Lord 
Charlemont has a great volume of public 
opinion in favour of the stand he has 
taken not to submit to dictation from any 
outside authority. 


INEFFECTIVE ADVICE. 


The advice, ‘‘ Push Ulster Goods,”’ does 
not find favour, so far as many products 
capable of local manufacture are con- 
cerned. For instance, we find that during 
the six months ended 30th June last the 
quantity of butter imported into Northern 
Ireland through the port of Belfast was 
5,392 tons, as against 1,969 tons for the 
corresponding period of 1930—a surprising 
increase in an agricultural country.

EXILED KING’S VISIT. 


There has been a good deal of mis- 
apprehension, one way and another, about 
the forthcoming visit of the exiled Spanish 
Royal Family to Ulster. It may be taken 
as official, however, that Don Alfonso. 
travelling as the Duke of Toledo, will 
visit Mountstewart as the guest of Lord 
and Lady Londonderry early next month 
and will remain for some time. He will 
be accompanied by his daughters, the 
Infanta Beatrice and the Infanta Cristina, 
bunt it is definitely stated that Queen 
Victoria Eugenie will not. be with them 
on this occ ision. 

The Royal party will probably remain 
at. Mountstewart over the month, and the 
Infantas Beatrice and Cristina have 
promised to assist the promoters of a 
garden féte at Lord Londonderry’s place ou 
29th August, the proceeds of which are to 
he devoted to the Unionist Headquarters 
Fund: and the Queen’s Institute of 
District Nursing.

FRUIT GROWERS’ COMPLAINT. 


According to the Ulster Fruit Growers’ 
Defence Association, the Northern Ministry 
of Agriculture is ‘‘ squeezing the farmer 
out of existence,’’ and it is asserted that 
unless officialdom disappears the farming 
community will go under. It is stated, 
furthermore, that agriculture in the pro- 
vince has steadily declined ever since the 
Ministry began to dictate to and meddle 
with the farmers, and the opinion is ex- 
pressed that. under the present system, 
there is no possibility of making farming 

ay. 

, The Association is composed of between 
1,500 and 2,000 owners of orchards, and 
they are bitterly opposed to the Ministry’s 
regulations for the grading and marketing 
of fruit. 

A glance, however, at the export figures 
for apples and pears, just issued by the 
Belfast Harbour Board, does not seem to 
bear out the growers’ statement. For 
instance, the amount of this class of fruit 
sent out from this port during the first six 
months of 1930 was only eighty-one tons, 
while for the corresponding period of the 
present year the total was 4,441 tons— 
surely a remarkable increase. 

There may be something, nevertheless, 
in the complaint abont “ officialdom.’’ 
The army of inspectors, instructors and 
other officials grows bigger and bigger, and 
something raust be found for them to do. 
Meanwhile it is of interest to note that the

KILKEEL'S ILL-LUCK, 


An agricultural show without cattle is 
probably unique, but that was an un- 
wanted distinction at Kilkeel, County 
Down, yesterday. Owing to the outbreak 
of foot-and-mouth disease, the fixture had 
been postponed for some time past, but 
finally it was considered advisable to pro- 
ceed without the customary display of 
cattle. Naturally this was a disappoint- 
ment to both organisers and exhibitors, 
but the best was made of the circum- 
stances, and in all other sections of the 
show the entries were well up to the 
average of former years, while there was 
a notable improvement in quality. 

Among the successful exhibitors was the 
Countess of Kilmorey, who takes a deep 
interest in the welfare of the district. 

There was an excellent display of horses, 
cobs, ponies and colts, and the horse-j}ump- 
ing, riding for style and driving events 
proved a great attraction, while an in- 
teresting feature was the parade of prize- 
| winners through the town of Kilkeel, the 
procession being headed by a flute band. 

Kilkeel, it may be mentioned, is famous 
for its herring fishery, but in that respect 
it has also been unfortunate this season, 
the catches having been disappointing as 
compared with former years. With all 
this, however, the sturdy people of the 
neighbourhood are hopeful for the future. 


PROSPEROUS TRAM SYSTEM. 


Mr. Carlisle, the acting manager of the 
Belfast Tramways Company, is to be con- 
gratulated upon the smooth and efficient 
manner in which he has been running the 
system since Mr. W. Chamberlain, former 
manager, resigned to take up another posi- 
tion in England. 

For the fortnight ended August 24th the 
tramcars carried 3,985,525 passengers, an 
increase of 108,992 over the figures for the 
corresponding period of last year. The re- 
teipts (£20,591) show an increase of £606. 

The company’s fleet of omnibuses is also 
thriving, and for the same fortnight they 
carried 307,702 persons—32,892 more than 


they did for the corresponding period in 
1950. The receipts were £2,437, an in- 
crease of £252. 

This general increase speaks well for the 
management of the system, and it seems 
strange, in view of this satisfactory state 
of affairs, that the Corporation should have 
to go to such trouble as they have done to 
obtain—or try to obtain—a manager fit to ' 
fill the bill. Surely the present acting 
manager is proving his sterling worth.

ROYAL HOSPITAL, 
KILMAINHAM. 


HISTORIC SETTING FOR 
ARMY FUNCTION. 
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HE Royal Hospital, Kilmainham, on the 
f3 5th August will be the scene oí the 
third annual dance in aid of the Free 
State Army Benevolent Fund. In 16/9, 
Charles II. directed his Lord Lieutenant of 
Ireland, James, Duke of Ormonde, to deduct 
sixpence in the pound from the pay of all 
sm of the Army, and to devote the pro- 
ceeds to the building, equipping, and main- 
tenance of a hospital in Dublin, similar to 
the [nvalides at Paris, such hospital to be 
used, in the words of the Charter, ‘‘ for the 
reception and entertainment of ancient 
maimed and infirm officers and soldiers: to 
the end that such of the said Army (of Ire- 
land) as have faithfully served, or hereafter 
shall faithfully serve, . . . in the strength 
and vigour of their youth may, in the weak- 
ness or disaster that their old age, wounds 
or other misfortunes may bring them into, 
find a comfortable retreat and a competent 
maintenance therein.’’

For the fortnight ended August 24th the 
tramcars carried 3,985,325 passengers, an 
increase of 108,992 over the figures for the 
corresponding period of last year. The re- 
teipts (£20,591) show an increase of £606. 

The company’s fleet of omnibuses is also 
thriving, and for the same fortnight they 
carried 307,702 persons—32,892 more than 
thew did for the corresponding period in 
1950. The receipts were £2,437, an in- 
crease of £252. 

This general increase speaks well for the 
management of the system, and it seems 
strange, in view of this satisfactory state 
of affairs, that the Corporation should have 
to go to such trouble as they have done to 
obtain—or try to obtain—a manager fit to 
fill the bill. Surely the present acting 
manager is proving his sterling worth.

John Polando and Mr. Russell Boardman, 
reached Istambul, the gateway to Asia, at 
1.20 this afternoon, after a non-stop flight 
of 4,984 miles, which was accomplished in 
49 hours 5 minutes.

COBH, Thursday. 
T about nine o'clock to-night it was 
reported at Cobh that a fire had 
broken out in the lower bunkers of the 
Anchor liner Circassia, which arrived here 
this evening to be scrapped at Haulbow- 
line. The extent of the fire cannot be 
ascertained at present, for smoke and 
fumes make it impossible to get at the seat 

of the conflagration. 

One report states that there are six 
hundred tons of coal on board, while 
another puts the amount at one hundred 
and fifty tons. There is also stated to be 
on board about one hundred tons of oil 
fuel. 

Members of the Fire Brigade from Cork 
City have arrived at Cobh, and are 
proceeding to Haulbowline, leaving their 
engine here untal the extent and exact posi- 
tion of the fire can be located. 


NAVY OFFERS HELP. 


Those who were working on the ship 
state that the ship is in no immediate 
danger, as the cocks can be opened and the 
ship flooded. 

Members of the Cobh Civic Guards, 
under Superintendent F. O'Driscoll, went 
immediately to Haulbowline, while Com- 
mander Morice, of H.M. _ destroyer 
Tenedos, stationed here, has also gone to 
see if the Navy s assistance will be needed. 
The Circassia, a ship of 6,752 tons gross, 
was built at Glasgow in 1903, and is lying 


alongside two other large steamers at 
Haulbowline. One is an oil tanker, the 
Scottish Standard, of 6,999 tons. There 


are also several hundred tons of petrol in 
large tanks situated a short distance from 
where the Circassia is lying. 

At a late hour to-night I was informed 
that the fire in the liner is considered to 
be under con:rol, but the smouldering of 
the coal in the ship’s bunkers may last for | 
a considerable period. 

Members of the Cork Fire Brigade and 
local Civie Guards are staying on 
vessel to-night. The precaution of flood 
ing the compartments in which the burn. 
ing coal is situated was not considered 
necessary. On arriving at Cobh the 
fire brigade were rushed across to Hau!

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DR. PATTON ON SAINT 
PATRICK. 


: T. PATRICK'S mission to Ireland was 


discussed by the Bishop of Killaloe (Dr. 

H. E. Patton) in his address to the 
Killaloe and Kilfenora Diocesan Synod in 
Killaloe Cathedral yesterday. 

An eminent Roman Catholic ecclesiastic, Dr. 
Patton said, had recently introduced Henry 
VIII. and Elizabeth as _ distinctive oí 
Anglican churchmanship rather than St. 
Patrick. ‘‘It would, indeed, be childishiy 
easy, he observed, ‘‘to introduce in the same 
connection Queen Mary or some _ Papal 
Monarch whose memory is no more fragrant 
than King Henry's. But this kind of con- 
troversy leads no whither, and has been too 
‘often the grave alike of charity and courtesy.” 

Sad, indeed, would it be to rake up the 
embers of controversies at a time when men 
are bent on expressing their thankfulness for 
the Gospel which St. Patrick preached. His 
choice to devote himself to the service of the 
Irish people was one which had brought untold 
blessings to all people of all creeds and 
classes in Ireland. In it all men can rejoice. 

It is a vain thing to discuss such a futile 
question as that which constantly recurs in 
current controversy: as to whether St. 
Patrick is to be considered a Protestant or a 
Roman Catholic. 

It would, on purely historical grounds, be 
ebsurd to discuss whether Martin Luther was 


ia Christian Scientist or a Plymouth Brother. 


For St. Patrick knew nothing of those dis- 
astrous divisions which rent Christendom in 
twain a thousand years after his death, 

Primitive truth had then been overlaid with 
many medigval accretions. The voice of the 
Churcii in days of much corruption was con- 
fidently asserted to be the voice of God. 
Instead of gathering the tendrils of faith 
round the Person of Christ, men had stretched 
them to embrace dogmas as doubtful as they 
were distant from the gospel which St. 
Patrick preached. But for all practical pur 
poses many of those great controversial issues 
may safely be left alone as an echo of “' old, 
unhappy far-off things, and battles long ago.” 

St. Patrick, by nurture a herdsman, Ly 
nature a saint, came to preach the Love oí 
Christ to the Irish people, quick-witted and 
warm-hearted, but sunk in much ignorance 
and superstition before the days of his 
mission. 


THE CHURCH’S DUTY. 


Referring tothe position ‘of the Church of Ire- 
land, Dr. Patton spoke of it as the Church of 
a small minority, but added that such a 
Church could be great in the sight of the 
Lord, if lit with celestial fire. Great reforms 
achieved since Disestablishment were not 
wrought by the efforts of a few giant minds, 
but by the quiet, continuous co-operation wf 
clergy and laity throughout the land. Their 
duty as Synodsmen was clear. They lived 
amid their Reman Catholic neighbours, whosé 
courtesy and kindness formed a pleasant 
amenity of Irish life. They had their part to 
bear. not by way of competition, but by way 
of ecntribution, to the good of Irish life as a 
whole. 

Alluding to losses in the diocese through 
the death, illness, and change, Dr. Patton 
said that they had saffere’ more in the last 
seven months than in the previous seven 
years. 

In moying a resolution calling for the ap- 
pointment of a Committee to investigate the 
best means of promoting the social and reli- 
gious well-being of unmarried members of 
the Church of Ireland in the diocese, who 
are engaged as agricultural labourers, trades- 
men, domestic servants, and in similar occu- 
pations, Canon Boyd drew attention to the 
decline in Chugch of Ireland membership 
among the working classes owing to ‘“* mixed 
marriages,’ and to celibacy. Declaring that 
in recent years the percentage of Church of 
Ireland members in that section of the com- 
munity hed dropped from twenty-five to 
four, he said that a church which had 
no working-class population must die a lin- 
gering death.

This is a trying 
case. It is also an important case, because it

of companies—-a matter of the very highest 
importance. 1 am bound topsay that, quite 
upart from any question oí success or lure, 
I think that the prosecation of this case has 
been, and will be, of very great service to the. 
commercial commanity. The position here, is 
that you have to consider whether those 
sections of the commercial law, which are for 
the protection of shareholders in joint stock 
ecneerns, have or have not been infringed 
or broken. : oe ! 

Before I deal with the charges, I want to 
couvey a warning and a distinction, and to; 
point out that you are not here concerned) 
with several other matters which have inct- 


conrse of this inquiry. Í mean questions about: 
what is the general law about the keeping of 
accounts, and what are the. general, duties of 
unditors, and questions as to the true func- 
tions and vonteats of balance sheets and profit 
and loss accounts. These are important ques- 
tions of very great public interest, and, no’ 
doubt, everything that has happened in this 
case will be of value to those whose duty i 
is to see that the law on these matters Is 
observed, and if it is unsatisfactory or in- 
sufiicient for the purpose for which it is in- 
tended to take steps to have it improved, 


SECRET RESERVES. 


We have heard a great deal. about the 
kceping of secret reserves, and the commercial 
advantages which may flow from that prac- 
tice. We have heard about’ what is often 
done in practice. and what may reasonably } 
and properly be done, but questions may arise 
some day in future proceedings in order to 
find out and elucidate these very special | 
matters. There may be very great evils with 
regard to those who control and manage 
companies for the benefit of share- 
holders if large portions of the company’s 
assets are left in the secret disposition of the 
managing authority. It may work very well 
in many cases; no doubt it does, It is a 
practice which has been followed, no doubt, 
by many concerns of the highest standing. 
On the other hand, it may be the subject 
of almost intolerable abuse. Such a system 
may be used to cover up negligences and 
irregularities. 

It is said that it is a matter of domestic 
concern between the shareholders and 
managers, but if the shareholders do not 
know what the position is, how can they form 
anv view at all? Taking ‘this case, you 
have heard of a large sum of money, or, 
perhaps, a serics of large sums of money, 
the nature and the use of which has remained 
a secret from the shareholders. What has 
happened as a result of that? We know 
that there were balance sheets and profit and 
loss accounts published for a period of seven 
years, which did not disclose, one way or 
another. whether the company was earning 
any profit or not during the seven years. 
There was expended out of those items, 
mainly connected with the war, a sum of 
not less than £5,000.000, not ont of current 
earnings at all, but out of those items, which, 
in the main, arose out of the war, and 
during all that period the shareholders were 
told nothing, and they drew their dividends 
presumably in the simple faith that all was 
well in the*condition of the company. 


SHAREHOLDERS’ RIGHTS. 

It may he said, “Very well, they got their 
dividends.’ Times might have changed ; 
when these items of income came to an end, 
others: might take their place; but, on the 
other hand, surely if the shareholders had 
been told that this company had no earn- 
ings---because earnings are the life-blood of 
a company—surely, they might have taken 
steps which has been done in other cases, 
and certainly they should have had the op- 
portunity to take steps for the reconstruc- 
tion and re-arrangement of the company’s 
affairs, the cutting down of expenditure and 
1eduction of services—all those things which 
have to be done when a company is not pay- 
ing its way. The sooner that is done the 
better, 

It seemed incredible that this shéuid have 
gone on in a big company all these Years, 
but so it was. Then eventually came a 
period, outside the period they were con- 
cerned with, when something had to be done. 
“It is a little astounding,’’ said Mr. Jus- 
tice Wright, “and one cannot help wonder- 
ing whether those who manage big com- 
panies do not forget sometimes that 
the body of directors of a company are 
the agents and trustees of the shareholders. 
It is their duty to study the shereholders, 
They are not to regard them as sheep that 
may look up if they are not fed. 

Mr. Justice Wright then dealt with the 
position under the new Companies Act. It 
might be said that shareholders might agree 
to a reserve being accumulated, eal the 
exact amount being specified in the balance 
sheet or the profit and loss account, he said, 
That was a matter which might require con- 
sideration in some future case, but it did 
appear to him that the terms of the sections 
of the new Act could not possibly justify the 
omission of any amount of secret reserves 
from a balance sheet and profit and loss 
account At the most—and he was very 
anxious not to be more precise than he ought 
to be—there might be some justification for 
the maintenance of an undisclosed and secret 
reserve if the fact that there was such a 
reserve was clearly specified somewhere in 
the report, so that the shareholders could 
know, and, if the majority of them desired, 
could insist on disclosure of this amount. 
However that might be, it was clear that the 
accounts of companies in the future should he 
kept with greater particularity and with 
greater information to the shareholders. 


THE LAW AND THE 
AUDITOR. 


Mr. Justice Wright then turned to the posi- 
tion of auditors. ' The law requires,’ he 
said, “‘the appointment of an auditor who 
is the servant of the company, because his 
duty is to report to the shareholders the 
accounts which the directors are going to 
present to the company. The law does not 
impose an impossible burden upon auditors. 
but it does require them to report on the 
accounts, which certainly includes careful in. 
vestigation of the profit and loss account. 
If the accounts from which dividends and 
expenses are paid are being fed by undisclosed 
reserves it seems difficult to see how an 
auditor can possibly discharge his duty of 
giving a true and accurate view of the com- 
pany’s affairs without mentioning and draw. 
ing attention to this fact, which may be 
almost of vital importance, as indicating the 
state of the company’s affairs. 

“The auditor,”’ said Mr. Justice Wright, 
‘‘js not concerned with questions of policy, 
but if he sees something in the accounts to 
winch he ought to draw the attention of the 
shareholders it is his dutv to do so. Either 
he will not sign the certifierte at all or he 
will sign it with some qualifications such as 
circumstances require. So far as I know, 
there is mo provision for the maintenance or 
creation of a secret reserve in the special 
charter. There may he, but it has not been 
pointed out, and I have not been able to 
discover it, 

Mr, Justice Wright reminded the jury that 

they were dea'ing with a question of criminal! 
intent, It appeared that the Roval Mail 
Steam Packet Compeny in certain aspects of 
its business followed a conservative and an 
old-fashioned routine. There could be nothing 
wrong im that. 
Justice Wright then spoke of the 
circumstances leading to Sir William Mel.in 
tock’s investigation of the company’s affairs. 
Sir William had been somewhat crossly 
challenged. about using the word reserves, 
but everyone agreed with the precise 
accuracy of his investigations. 


FACTS FOR CONSIDERATION 


“What are the facts vou have to con- 
sider,”’ continued Mr. Justice Wright, “I 
am not sure now we have got to the end of 
the inquiry that there is much mystery or 
complication about them. The broad outline 
is quite clear, and, so far as I have been able 
to follow the evidence, there is no doubt at 
all that from 1921 to 1927 the company were 
not ¢arning any profit.” 

Referring to the 1926 accounts, Mr. Justice 
Wright said that the jury had to decide 
whether this was a false document, I[t was 
tvue they had the words, ‘ adjustment of 
taxation reserves,’’ which might be some in- 
dication to those who understood that to 
some extent reserves, other than published 
reserves, were being drawn upon. But it 
was pointed ont that the adjustment figure 
was a very large sum, and it was said that 
to make it other than a misleading docament 
that should have been clearly and specifically 
indicated, so that the true position of the 
company should be disclosed to the share-

on the same day that the announcement of 
his son's death appeared, contained only three 
words +" Hooray, heorav; hooray.” 

The signature on the back of the original 
of this telegram is that of ‘J. Hartigan,” 
and the address is given simply as 
“Hibernian.” This address was at first pre- 
sumed to be that of a Dublin hotel. 

Enquiries at the Royal Hibernian Hotel, 
Dawson street, Dublin, failed, however, to 
establish that anyone of the name of Hartigay 
had stayed there during the period under 
supervision, or that any signature in the 
hotel register remotely resembled that of the 
telegram. 

NEW INVESTIGATIONS, 

Meanwhile, however, «n intensive double 
search has been carried out of poison registers 
in all chemist's shops in the Dublin City 
area, . 

This, it is understood, has now revealed 
that a considerable number of persons, all 
known to the chemists who supplied them, 
purchased strychnine during theperiod. Among 
these, it is alleged,are two women,whose names 
are already known to the police. New, and— 
it is thought important—investigations were 
instituted carly yesterday morning, when 
officers of the special branch of the D.M.G.

APPEAL TO PUBLIC, 

A facsimile of the mysterious “ Hooray ' 
telegram owas to-day issued to the 
Press, with an appeal to the public to assist 
the police. 

Super'ntendent Stovell told a Press Associa- 
tion Reporter to-night that he had carefully 
examined the facsimile of the telegram’ with 
a published iobituary notice, and had found 
that certain defects in the spelling of the 
address in the newspaper notice were repeated 
in the address in the telegram. 

The inference would, therefore, be that the 
sender who signed himself “J. Hartigan,’’ 
copied the address from the obituary notice. 

Investigations were retarded to-day by the 
sitting of the fortnightly police court here, 
which necessitated the Superintendent's 
attendance; hut after the Court rose, 
it is known that he conducted certain in- 
quiries by telephone.

said—‘‘ A most vital, serious and important 
issue is the question whether, if you find 
that this was a false and misleading docu- 
ment, it was published with intent to deceive.

but it is not an opinion which can be based 
on evidence. In these proceedings the sole 
question is as to Lord Kylsant himself. 


THE QUESTION OF 
INTEREST. 


“ You have to consider the position of Lord 

Kylsant as having signed the balance sheet, 
quite apart from what anyone else may or 
may not have done. He is responsible for his 
acts, good or evil. As to the balance 
sheet, it is, of course, obvious that if a 
balanCe sheet is misleading, and if it becomes 
Lnown to the world that balance sheets of 
English companies are nof things which can 
he relied on, then it is a very serious matter 
for the financial and commercial affairs of this 
 mantene  ” 
a the question of intent, in a sense it 
can only be decided by a jury as a matter 
of inference from the consideration of all 
the circumstances.

RAILWAY TRIBUNAL 
HEARING 


ADJOURNED UNTIL 
TO-DAY. 
> — 


The hearing was resumed at the sitting of 
the Railway Tribunal in Dublin Castle yes- 
terday—Judge O’Brien oe (the other 
members, Messrs. J. R. Kerr and H. Mangan, 
heing also present) —of the application against 
the 
emergency order declaring that the reiysal by 
the company to grant to the Irish Press, Ltd., 
the same services and facilities as were 
granted to other Dublin sort NME consti- 
tuted an andue and unreasonable prejudice or 
disadvantage to the applicants, the Trish 
Press, Ltd., and for an injunction restraining 


the railway company from persisting in Its 
refusal. : : 

After a discussion, Judge O'Brien adjourned 
the sitting for an hour and a half to enable 
the parties to come to some agreement, if 
possible. When the sitting was resumed, Mr. 
Geoghegan, K.C., for the appellants, an- 
nounced that, during the interval, cer- 
tain negotiations, absolutely without 
prejudice, had taken place, as a result 
of which a proposal had been made to him 
which, he felt, justified him in suggesting 
that it was possible, if an adjournment was 
granted to two o'clock the next afternoon 
(to-day) that that adjournment would not 
entail a waste of public time. 

The adjournment was agreed upon. 

Mr. E. de Valera was present in Court, 

Messrs. J. Geoghegan, K.C.; M. J. Ryan, 
K.C., and C. Maguire (instrueted by Messrs. 
Little, OhUadhaigh and Proud) appeared for 
the applicants. | 

Messrs. E. J. Kelly, K.C., and Joseph 
Healy (instructed by Mr. J. J. McDonald) re- 
presented the railways company. 


Mr. Vaughan Wilson (instructed by Messrs. | 


Q’Connor and Dudley) appeared for the 


Trish Times and the Irish Independent, . 

Mr. Geoghegan said that this was an im- 
portant application to invoke the powers of 
the Court to prevent discrimination and in- 
equality of a very gross character, and to 
prevent giving undue preference t o one trader 
over another. The preference shown in 
this case, he said, was relatively greater than 
anything found in the whole series of railway 
and canal cases. For some time newspapers, 

articularly for the South and West of Ire- 
iad had been conveyed from Kingsbridge 
Station on a train provided by the G.S.R. 
leaving at 3.55 a.m. Jt was called 
colloquially a newspaper train, but they got 
on Wednesday a document which made it 
perfectly clear that this was a train on which 
the G.S.R. Co. were empowered to carry 
passengers and merchandise of all sorts, 
except that, on the evidence now before the 
Court, by virtue of an agreement entered 
into on July 27th, that they had purported to 
disable themselves from carrying on this train 
one class of merchandise—the /rish Press. 
The goods of everybody else were carried, 
except those of the Irish Press. The Court 
now saw that by virtue of an arrangement 
come to between the railway company and the 
Trish Times and Irish Independent, the com- 
pany was entitled to refuse to take on. the 
train newspapers produced by the /rish 
Press. 

‘* Bound to refuse, I sav,” said Mr, Kelly. 

Mr. Geoghegan—Better still—they are 
bound to refuse the goods of the /rish Press, 
Lid.; that it must be sacrificed under this 
instrument; that the Irish public, who are 
entitled to use those facilities are to be 
sacrificed ; that the shareholders of the G.8.R. 
Company, deriving their dividends from the 
traffic, are to be sacrificed, and that traffic 
is to be turned away from the line.

Mr. Geoghegan then detailed the negotia- 
tions that had taken place between the fria) 
Press and Mr. Floyd, the traffic manager of 
the Great Southern Railways, and quoted 
from a letter written to Mr. Brennan, the 
Secretary to the Jrish Press, Ltd., in which 
he stated ;-— 

‘‘I am prepared to provide the special 
services on the payment of an annual sum 
of £18,200, together with a guarantee that 
the charges on the traffic to be conveyed 
amount to not less than £6,000 per annum. 
This latter sum will, of course, be in addi- 
tion to the £18,200, which,” the letter went 
on to explain, “is the actual cost to the 
railway company of these special services. 

Continuing, Mr. Geoghegan said that they 
already had obtained the admission from 
Mr. Floyd that they were affording thei: 
services to their rivals at a lower price than 
they were to be afforded to them. 

Concluding his opening statement, Mr. 
Geoghegan said that he would satisfy his 
lordship that they could not do this. It 
would be a staggering thing if it could be 
done, 

Mr. Geoghegan then proceeded to open 
the application, in the course of which he 
said that the respondents admitted that they 
were not treating the Irish Press equally 
with the Jrish Times-and the /rish Indepen- 
dent. 


JUDGE'S SUGGESTION. 


Judge O’Brien suggested an adjournment 
for a short period, when the motion would 
be brought on and treated as the trial of the 
action. 

Mr. Geoghegan was prepared to agree to 
this if the action was begun next Monday, 
but Mr. Kelly objected on the grounds of 
shortness of time. He added that the dis- 
cussion of rates was a matter between Mr. 
Floyd and Mr. Brennan. 

When Judge O’Brien suggested an adjourn- 
ment to the afternoon, 

Mr. Kelly said that there was no hostility 
whatsoever by them towards the Irish Press, 
and he thought that Mr. Brennan knew that. 
They had to stand over that agreement, 
which they considered an advantageous 
one for the railway company. ‘We are 
rather proud of that agreement,’’ he added, 
‘because we think it gives us a very fine 
line of traffic.” 

Mr. Geoghegan said that he was making 
no suggestion against Mr. Floyd personally, 
because he was a mere instrument. He d'd 
not accept the statement of his learned 
friend. 

Mr. Kelly said that, even if the applicants 
were able to set aside the existing agreement,

QUESTION OF RELIGION.

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That meant that thev were all entitled to 
come in, and that, Mr. Gavan Duffy sub- 
mitted, ran through all the cases. It was 
emphasised that a grammar school was for 
everybody, no matter what colour. 

In the course of further arguments and | 
commerts on the decisions of the courts, 
counsel said that his Lordship was going to 
determine the primary object or paramount 
intention of the foundation. if he found it 
necessary to determine whether Usher's Cate.

tion,”’

The 
active note circulation has expanded by 
£3,265,620 to £359,561,869, a movement which 
is due to the seasonal holiday currency de- 
mands. As a result of these movements the 
Bank’s reserve has dropped by £19,998,541 to 
£33,947,794, which compares with £44,873,388 
at this time last year. Public deposits have 
fallen by £1,153.881 to £15,219.417, and 
bankers’ deposits by £4,380.920 to £55.798.30, 
but private deposits have risen by £922,224 to 
£335.686,602. Government securities in the 
banking department stand at £52,560,906, as

PORTSTEWART, Thursday. 
OR the second time in the history of 
the Irish Professional Championship 
there was a tie for the title this even- 
when the holder, J McCarthy, of 
Ormean, and Hugh MeNeili, of Royal Port- 
rush, finished with aggregates of 283 for 
the 72 holes. The previous tie was played 
by Harry Hamill and James O’Hare at 
Castlerock. Entering on the fourth round, 
McCartney was leading the Portrush veteran 
by one stroke, but McNeill had drawn level 
with the holder at the turn, te which he was 
one stroke better with 34. Coming to the 
sixteenth McCartney knew that he had te 
finish in 4, 3, 4, but he was short. with his 
second to the sixteenth, and took five. Even 
so, he had a putt for it on the home green, 
but failed to hole it, and as a result he 
will have to play 36 holes to-morrow to de- 
cide it with McNeill. The latter took three 
putts on the tenth, which cost him. a 6. 

Fairweather took third place with 287, but 
his was a forlorn hope when the last round 
wus entered on. The first of the Dublin 
prize-winners was William Holley. who 
secured the fifth money, beating Wilham 
Nolan and J. McKenna by two strokes. The 
latter is assistant to his father, James 
McKenna, formerly of Portmarnock, at 
Armagh, and he also won the £5 set apart 
for_the assistants. ‘The Council of the Port- 
stewart Club presented £5 for the best score 
of the last round, and this went to McNeill 
for his 71. ; 

The position at the end of the third round 
was that McCartney was in the lead with 211, 
being one stroke better than McNeill. Then 
came Fairweather with 215 and John Hamill 
with one more. the first of the Dublin men 
Leing Wilham Nolan, who, with 220, was just 
ahead of Holley. It was thus something out 
of the common to find the Free State clubs’ 
representatives so far out of the running for 
the championship, as really they were out of 
it, seeing that Nolan was nine strokes behind 
the leader.
